William E. Watt, principal of the Graham 
school, yesterday at the meeting of the In- 
stitute of Education deciared that “ hosts of 
public school children are killed off by school 
anxietiés and agitation, and that many others 
are crippled for life.’’ 

He condemned the practice of forcing chil- 
dren to work in the schoolroom at times 
when their minds are unfitted for work; he 
deprecated the attempt to pound mathematics 
into heads aching for history or English; he 
blamed teachers and mothers for laying the 
foundation of a stunted, deformed genera- 
tion, mentally and physically, and urged 
that laziness often should be encouraged, 
both in the schoolrooms and in the homes. 

“The mind is required to be lazy occa- 
sionally, if itis to be worth anything at ma- 
turity,’’ declared Principal Watt, “‘ just as is 
the body. We commend the baby when it 
stretches and say it is growing; but we are 
apt to scold the pupil for the same act when 
there is equally good sense for it. The 
teacher who never lets the attention of her 
pupils lag, but keeps arousing and urging 
all in the room all day, and every day, usua!l- 
ly gets the praise of her superiors; but she is 
merely driving the rat to spin the equirre! 
wheel to his ultimate destruction, and is

Principal Watt declared that work done 
under compulsion ts of little value. He urged 
that it is right to compel the child to do

So they finally got the late 
king of Saxony to act as an arbitrator and 
to select among the most eminent judges of 

é¢ German empire a number of assessors, 
on the strength of whose opinions he subse- 
quently returned his verdict. In Austria, 
moreover, even. all the members of the im- 
perial family are exempt from the jurisdic- 
tion of the ordinary courts, and suits against 
them can only be brought by permission of 
the sovereign through the “‘ hofmarschal- 
lamt,”" or ministry of the court, before a 
tribunal specially designated by him.. And, 
whereas, in England, and in most other mon- 
archical countries, the government and par- 
Hament would be called upon to decide the 
question of an appointment of a regency in 
the event of the mental affliction of the ruler, 
in Austria this matter would be determined 
hy a meeting of the agnates, or adult male 
members of the house of Hapsburg, in ac- 
cordance with the tenor of their family stat- 
utes, concerning the exact nature of which 
the legislature and the people are kept in 
ignorance. 

In Conclusion it may be stated that it is 
only in his own kingdom that Leopold of 
Belgium can be made the subject of a civil 
or criminal sult, as amenable to the jurisdic- 
tion of the national tribwnals. In all foreign 
countries, and in the United States as well, 
he would be exempt from the authority of 
the local courts, enjoying as a foreign sover- 
eign or prince of the blood the same extra 
territorial prerogatives as an ambassador. 
In one word, a monarch can only be pro- 
ceeded against in his own dominions, and 
then only when he does not happen to be 
above the law, as are so many of the anoint- 
ed of the Lord in the old world. 


AID FOR IMPOVERISHED IRISH 
_ 1S ASKED BY LADY DUDLEY. 


‘Wife of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
‘Makes Appeal to Residents of Untited 
States for Nursing Fund.

to appeal tothe Irish people in. America for 
a share .of their charity on behalf of 
an undertaking which would, I think, rec- 
ommend itself to them were they bet- 
ter acquainted with the necessity for it. I 
speak of the fund for the establishment of 
district nurses in the poorest parts of Ireland, 
which has been in existence for nearly a year. 

in many parts of Ireland, especially those 
known as the “ congested districts,” no pro-

vision is made for nursing the sick poor in’ 


their own homes. The population is purely 
agricultural and acutely poverty stricken. 
and the boards of guardians in these districts 
cannot supply even the ordinary maternity 
mu The people assist one another, the 
poor supporting the destitute; but a rate in 
aid of the nursing fund cannot be levied in 
these districts, for that would merely be 
taxing the already overburdened population 
in one direction to benefit them in another. 


Local Help Is Impossible. 


Moreover, as there are seldom any resident 
gentry or well to do inhabitants of the middle 


classes, it is equally impossible to obtain 


voluntary contributions from local sources. 
During the last year sufficient money has 
been collected to establish and endow eight 
jubilee nurses. Four of these have been at 
work some little time. Four more will be 
so shortly. But applications from districts 
equally poor and necessitous are coming in 
constantly. and uniess the fund ceives 
further assistance the answer sen such 
applications must be unfavorable. 

I can perhaps best bring the real condition 
of affairs home to your readers by citing one 
typical case, that of Knockalower, in a west- 
ern union which I have recently visited. In 
this bleak moorland district of 70,000 acres 
there is scarcely a dwelling of any kind ex- 
cept the wretched cabins of the 5.000 small 
landholders, and so utterly poverty stricken 
is the place that it is difficult to find a doctor 
who will remain, no less than ten appointed 
having resigned during the last five years. 

In this district the valuation is only 12 
shillings 2 pence, while the rates amount to 
5 shillings 10 pence on houses and 2 shillings 
9 pence on lands. It will therefore be seen 
that it would not be practicable to provide 
a nurse at the expense of the rates. In many 
parts of the district the people have to jour- 
ney a whole day across the bogs to obtain 
medical relief. They have also had to be 
kept alive by special relief works on eigh 
occasions in the last twenty years. ‘ 


Trish in America Will Help.

‘Admission Fee May Be Charged 
to All Monuments and Art 
Galleries of France.

PARIS, March 10.—Not since when 
all Paris flocked to hear the new star at the 
opera “La Melba” has Mme. Melba scored 
such a triumph as she has just achieved in 
Saint-Saéns' new opera; “‘ Helene,’”’ at Monte 
Carlo, when all the musical critics and a 
large representation of musical Paris went 
down to bear her. 

To begin with, a new opera by Saint-Saéne 
is an event, so rare are his compositions and 
so eagerly are they awaited. The ambition 
of his career was to have Melba create a 
réle in an opera specially written for her, 
‘and it must be admitted that that of Helene 
suits her admirably. 

Both ‘the poem and the music are entirely 
the original conception of the filustrious 
composer, and winds around the love Paris 
bore Helene, her resistance to his seduc- 
tions—he, to whom Venus has promised vic- 
tory, with the final climax of her total sub- 
jection to his will. 


Melba Covéred with Flqwers. 


In addition to her vocal interpretation, 
always faultless of its kind, Mme. Melba dis- 
played marked depth of feeling and dramatic 
comprehension, so much so that she was 
covered with flowers and cheered to the echo. 

I doubt if in all her triumphal career suc- 
cess was ever sweeter to Mme. Melba, and it 
is to be hoped that the opera will be given in 
America. 

What the government has always refused 
to do—fearing hostile criticism from ad- 
vanced republicans—a private society has un- 
dertaken to accomplish—that Is to say, to find 
the body of the unfortunate dauphin, son of 
Louis XVI., supposed to be buried in the old 
cemetery of St, Marguerite, which is to be 
destroyed. 


Great Men’s Graves to Be Honored. 
This society, which is known as the “ So- 
ciety for Saving Old Paris,” is made upof 
savants and well known antiquaries and 


monuments from destruction and drawn 
valuable relics from obscurity. In addition 
it has found and honored the graves of for- 
mer celebrated men forgotten by careless 
generations, and is really one of the most 
useful associations in Paris. 

The great controversy going on in Paris 
today is between those who believe that the 
dauphin died and was buried while still a 
boy and those who maintain that he was 
rescued and escaped from France under an 
assumed name, and that another lad was 
buried in his place. 


Will Search for the Dauphin. 

The heir to the supposed escaped dauphin 
is actually living in France, and claims the 
right to the Bourbon throne, to the exclusion 
of the duke of Orleans, who is not, of course, 
in as direct a line if the dauphin, really 
lived. This pretender, whose papers are 
certainly curious, and who is called *‘ Mon- 
seigneur”’ in his entourage, pretends that 
the commission is wasting its time trying 
to tind the remains of the dauphin, and is 
‘ready to prove that. he escaped, but the 
‘commission prefers to accept the populhir 
legend that the dauphin was buried in the 
famous old cemetery now about to be dis- 


affected, 
Exact Spot a Mystery. 

It seems a terrible thing that the exact 
spot in which the boy prince was buried is 
unknown, and the search must, in. conse- 
quence#be made in three places—to the left 
of the Calvary indicated in 1816 by the grave 
digger, Voison. as the place where the body 
of the descendant of the kings was buried, 
after being transported from the common 
ditch in which it had heen thrown; near the 
hangar where the bones were found in 154 
which were declared to be those of the royal 
child: and around the iron cross made of a 


Betrancourt. 


All Interested in Unfortunate Prince. 

Nothing would give greater satisfaation 
to every one interested in the unfortunate 
dauphin—and they are legion, particularly 
in America, where the fate of Louis XVIL., 
Marie Antoinette, and the dauphin have al- 
ways inspired such sympathy and interest— 
than the discovery of the royal boy’s skele- 
ton and its transfer to some more worthy 
resting place. 

Even the most rabid republican could har4d- 
ly grudge the body of the representative of 
a great race of rulers such a meager honor, 
although they do froth with fury and threat- 
en to tear down the Chapelle expiatoire, 
which is the only monument tn France to the 
memory of Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette. 


‘May’ Charge Fee for Museums. 
Speaking of monuments, Gaston Menier— 
the great chocolate king and one of the mem- 
bers of parliament—has entered a proposi- 
tion to charge a fee for admittance to all the 
public monuments of France, museums, @rt 


1 galleries, etc. 


Menier declares he has made a ‘tour of 
furope, and everywhere, save France, @ fee 
is charged, save on Sundays and féte days. 
which are quite sufficient for the working 
people to enjoy the galleries. 

What particularly urges Menier to insist 
upon paid entrance fees, he says, is the fact 
that the majority of the visitors are foreign- 
ers, and consequently the tax would not fall 
upon his fellow citizens. Italy, he declares. 
makes an enormous revenue out of her public 
monuments and France should do the same,

is itself actually a source of rays. These emanate, it appears, from our 
muscles and our nerves. It was while studying N rays that M. Charpentier 
noted the existence of what we may term hyman rays on a fluorescent 


. screen. The screen is composed of zincblende, represented by a thin film 
resting on paper or on goldbeater’s skin. The ultra violet rays are allowed 


to play on the screen, while the sunlight or magnesium light is equally ef- 
fective. Then the light of the screen is lessened, until it practically remains 
in a stable and lowered state, when, on a muscle being made to contract 
under the screen, it is seen to be illuminated, or, at least, its radiance in- 
creases. This is a most interesting experiment, regarced from more than 
one point of view. Apart from the fact that living tissues apparently emit 
special waves, the further idea might be entertained that such waves, under 
special conditions, might be regarded as capable of affecting other living 
bodies. 

One has no grounds at present for asserting even the probability of 
such an occurrence, but the idea is not an impossible one. If the power of 
muscle and nerve rays to penetrate the tissues of other living bodies at a

It is natural enough that a good deal of confusiort should exist as to the 
nature and functions of ships of war.

The follow- 
ing of Wagner’s directions is impossible in 
this scene, just as it is in several other places 
in the tetralogy, and the stage manager is 
wise who omits certain detaile and effects 
which are liable to mar the scene or to dis- 
tract attention. The flying clouds are far 
more: satisfactory than any magic lantern 
pictures of warrior maidens that could be 
used and have more of poetic and picturesque 
value. The omitting of the mist in the duel 
of Hunding and Siegmund is also an im- 
provement, just as is the doing away with 
of Fricka's ram drawn charict. 

The fire on the hearth in Hunding’s hut 
was better managed than usual, but the 
sword hilt was as tardy about ‘glowing as 
the explosion of Bacchus in “‘ Faust ’’ seems 
destined ever to be. The lighting has been 
spasmodic and erratic at nearly every per- 
formance. Just how much of this is at- 
tributable to municipal restrictions and how 
much to want of proper thought and re- 
hearsal on the part of the stage management 
it is impossible to determine.

That he has 
never been given the position of director 
at the opera is due largely to the unfortunate 
necessity of having some one with ‘a 
“name” in that position—some one who 
bas the stamp of foreign approval—and part- 
ly to the fact that the responsibility of the 
concertmaster is 80 much greater than 
is that of a second or third director, that 
the remurieration is such that it is not to 
be exchanged for that attached to tHe 
lesser directorship. Mr. Franko has, of 
course, done no inconsiderable amount of di- 
recting during his career, but this week 
will be the first time that he will have dn op- 
portunity to prove his powers by leading 
“'The Elixir of Love’’ and “ Tosca.”’ It 
is, in a manner, fitting that these initial 
appearances, so to say, of Mr. Franko as 
conductor should take place here in Chi- 
cago, for it was here, in 1869, in the old 
Farwell hall, that the wonder child, Nahan 
Franko, made hig début as a violinist. He 
was one of the members of the concert 
company supporting Carlotta Patti, on her 
tour at that time, and he looks to Chicago 
as the place that first heard him.

The towns of Columbus Junction and Co- 
lumbus City are built on towering hills that’ 
overlook the valleys of the Iowa‘and the 
Cedar ‘rivers, these two streams forming a 


is the older town, and is located further back 
on the hills. 

When the Rock Island ratiway people built 
their two lines there were too many hills to 
get anywhere near the old town, so a new 
town was started at the junction and called 
Junction City. 

Build Bridge for Lovers. 

The two places are separated by a number 
of deep ravines, and it was found necessary. 
for the people to bridge one of them in order 
to get back and forward. It is claimed that 
most of thé population of the old town was 
composed of pretty girls, while there was an 
army of young men in the newtown. This

No two of these headpieces are alike. 

The devil dances take place at intervals and are impor- 
tant events in the lives of these Ceylon native girls, for it is 
the time of their courtship and marriage. The girl whose 
dress is the brightest and whose mask is the most hideous 
is usually the choice of the richest and bravest of the men. 
The dances take place under the trees, lighted by huge bon- 
fires. The music is supplied by two or three men, who beat 
long, barrel shaped drums vigorously and with rude rhythm, 

The girls, grotesquely attired, form im circles, and as they 
dance they sing in shrill voices, each girl taunting the others 
with their personal defects and lack of ; , 
beauty. Their words are abusive and Abuse One 
sarcastic, and the girl who is deficient in Another 
personal charms is likely to be covered { 
with grief and confusion. Openly. 

During the devil dances all the men and women of the 
village assemble for feasting and drinking. The drinking, it 
must be confessed, is carried to excess, and many a devil 
dancer falls to the ground not from exhaustion but from 
intoxication. 

It was at one of these devil dances that Anatole Bérienger 
of New Orleans met his fate. The story is a long one of how 
he came to be in Ceylon when he started for the Philippines, 
how he wandered from the coast to the interior, how he wit- 
nessed a devil dance, how he fell in love with one of the 
native dancers, and decided to give up civilization and be- 
come an adopted member of the tribe. 

Anatole Bérienger was not a particular ornament to New 
Orleans society. It must be confessed that he was shiftless 
and as lazy as he was good looking. The

When the Spanish-American 
Sam’ Arm war began Anatole surprised his friends
